Saddam Handover in Flux 


Bush seeks assuranee former Iraqi leader will remain in jail 


WASHINGTON I President Bush insisted Tuesday 
he must have assurances Saddam Hussein will 
stay in jail and not return to power before 
releasing him to Iraq’s interim government, 
refusing to commit to the June 30 timetable 
envisioned by Iraq’s new prime minister. 

Raising concerns about security arrange- 
ments once Saddam is out of U.S. custody, Bush 
said, “He’s a killer. He is a thug. He needs to be 
brought to trial.” Bush said it was legitimate 
to ask the interim government: “How are you 
going to make sure he stays in jail?” 

Bush’s reluctance to turn over Saddam 


raised new questions about the extent of 
Iraq’s authority when the interim govern- 
ment claims sovereignty from the U.S. -led 
coalition on June 30. 

Bush has encountered widespread skep- 
ticism from world leaders about whether 
the United States truly intends to relin- 
quish control. 

In Baghdad, lyad Allawi, the interim prime 
minister, had said the United States would 
turn over Saddam by the transfer of sover- 


eignty. Saddam has been in U.S. custody at an 
undisclosed location in Iraq since his capture 
in December. Salem Chalabi, the Iraqi offi- 
cial in charge of setting up a tribunal to try 
former government figures, said he expected 
an arrest warrant Bled against Saddam and 
other former officials before June 30. 

Occupation spokesman Dan Senor sug- 
gested that U.S. authorities had grounds to 
hold Saddam far beyond the handover, saying 
Americans could keep him “until the cessation 
of hostilities,” which, he said, weren’t expected

Do-Not-Spam 
Registry Rejected 


FTC won’t create list 
blocking junk e-mail, 
saying it could backfire 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Bush administra- 
tion said Tuesday it will not create 
a national do-not-spam registry to 
discourage unwanted e-mail, fear- 
ing it could backfire and become a 
target list for new victims. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
told Congress that senders of 
unwanted sales pitches might mine 
such a registry for names. Its chair- 
man, Timothy Muris, quipped that 
consumers “will be spammed if we 
do a registry and spammed if we 
do not.” 

The commission was obligated 
by lawmakers to consider the pro- 
posal under the “can spam” legisla- 
tion that Bush signed in December, 
an idea patterned after the FTC’s 


enormously successful do-not- 
call registry to limit telemarket- 
ing calls. 

But the FTC concluded that on 
the Internet, unlike within the high- 
ly regulated U.S. telephone network, 
regulators would be “largely pow- 
erless to identify those responsible 
for misusing the registry.” 

Muris said that, given the 
risks of consumers adding their 
names to a do-not-spam registry, 
“I wouldn’t put my e-mail address 
on such a list.” 

Sen. Charles Schumer, D-N.Y., 
the leading supporter in Congress 
for a no -spam registry, said the 
FTC’s decision was disappoint- 
ing. 

Regulators instead proposed 
broad adoption of new technology 
that will make it more difficult to 
disguise the origin of unwanted e-

Major Web 
Sites Hit 
In Attack 

SAN JOSE, CALIFORNIA I Several 
major Web sites — including 
Yahoo!, Microsoft and Google — 
were inaccessible at times early 
Tuesday due to what the company 
that distributes them online called 
an attack. 

The problem began about 9 a.m. 
EDT and lasted less than two hours, 
said Jeff Young, a spokesman for 
Akamai Technologies Inc., whose 
network of servers mirror some 
of the Web’s top destinations to 
improve their performance. 

Young called it a “large scale, 
international attack on Internet 
infrastructure.” However, there 
was no evidence that non-Akamai 
infrastructure was affected. 

Keynote Systems Inc., a Web 
performance measurement ser- 
vice, said the only sites where it 
saw trouble Tuesday were those 
served by Akamai. 

Young said he had no imme- 
diate information on the nature 
of the alleged attack, nor did he 
know where it originated. 

Major Web sites hire Akamai 
to distribute their content on its 
servers around the world. Users 
experienced either sluggish per- 
formance or time-out errors.

Hostage Threatened on Video 

Militants demand release of al Qaeda prisoners I 


CAIRO, EGYPT | An Islamic Web 
site showed videotape Tuesday of 
a blindfolded American hostage in 
Saudi Arabia, and said abductors 
threatened to kill him unless Saudi 
authorities free al Qaeda prisoners 
within three days. 

Paul Johnson, 49, of Stafford 
Township, N.J., was abducted 
Saturday by a group calling itself al 
Qaeda in the Arabian Peninsula. The 
organization is believed to be headed 
by al Qaeda’s chief in the kingdom, 
Abdullah-aziz al-Moqrin, who was 
identified as speaking on the tape. 


“My name is Paul Marshall 
Johnson Jr.,” the seated hostage says 
in the tape, an elaborate tattoo on 
his left shoulder. “I am an American. 
... I work on Apache helicopters.” 

The video showed a hooded man 
read a statement and hold an AK-47 
rifle.

Twin Pipeline Strikes

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Insurgents Stepped 
up their campaign against Iraq’s 
infrastructure Tuesday, blasting 
two oil pipelines and cutting the 
country’s oil exports. Gunmen also 
attacked a convoy of civilian con- 
tractors, killing some of them. 

Authorities curbed oil exports 
through the Persian Gulfby half — 
from an average of 1.85 million bar- 
rels per day to about 800,000 bar- 
rels — after saboteurs blasted the 
two pipelines on the Faw peninsula 
of southern Iraq early Tuesday. 

Iraqi officials told Dow Jones 
Newswires they expected to have 
the damage repaired within a few 
days.

Delays Execution 


Oken wins stay after 
Md. stalls on lethal 
injection protocol 

GREENBELT, MD. I A federal judge 
delayed the execution of convicted 
murderer Steven Oken Tuesday in 
a ruling that criticized the state for 
withholding until the last minute 
a death penalty operations manual 
requested by the defense. 

“Fundamental fairness, if not due 
process, requires that the execution 
protocol that will result in an inmate’s 
death be forwarded to him in prompt 
and timely fashion,” U.S. District 
Judge Peter J. Messitte said. 

The state attorney general’s 
office quickly appealed the ruling 
and asked the 4th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals to lift the stay so Oken’s 


execution by lethal injection can take 
place this week as scheduled. 

The judge’s ruling came just one 
day after Oken’s lawyers told Messitte 
they asked for the protocols that 
govern executions on May 10, but 
did not get a copy until last Friday. 
They are challenging the method of 
lethal injection, arguing that there 
is a possibility Oken will experi- 
ence severe pain in violation of the 
8th Amendment protections against 
cruel and unusual punishment. 

Oken, 42, was sentenced to die 
for the 1987 rape and murder in 
Baltimore County of Dawn Marie 
Garvin, a 20 -year-old newlywed. 
He also was convicted of killing 
his sister-in-law, Patricia Hirt, 
in Maryland and then killing Lori 
Ward, a motel clerk, in Maine.

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | A Maryland man 
convicted of traveling to Pakistan 
and seeking to fight alongside the 
Taliban against U.S. troops just 
days after Sept. 11 was sentenced 
Tuesday to life in prison.

TRANSPORTATION | Gasoline pric- 
es, which dipped under $2 a gallon 
for the first time in weeks, “may be 
turning a corner” and should con- 
tinue declining this summer, though 
motorists shouldn’t expect dramatic 
decreases at the pump, the Energy 
Department said Tuesday. 

Guy Caruso, administrator of the 
department’s Energy Information 
Administration, told a Senate com- 
mittee that retail gas prices fell by 
about three cents a gallon last 
week on a national average and 
that wholesale prices declined by 
23 cents a gallon from their peak 
in mid-May. 

These developments “should 
result in further reductions in retail 
prices in coming weeks,” Caruso told 
the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee. 

But Caruso warned that this 
price adjustment would not bring 
back cheap gasoline prices and 
that motorists should be prepared 
to spend close to $2 a gallon for

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Armstrong Denies Charges 


Book accuses Tour de France champ of doping 


CYCLING I Lance Armstrong jug- 
gled controversy and ceremony 
Tuesday, promising to take action 
against “absolutely untrue” doping 
accusations and announcing a new 
sponsor. 

Just 21/2 weeks before he begins 
his attempt to win an unprecedent- 
ed sixth consecutive Tour de France, 
Armstrong strongly denied claims 
by a former assistant in a new book. 
Emma O’Reilly says in the French- 
language book “L.A. Confidential, 


the Secrets of Lance Armstrong,” 
that Armstrong once asked her 
to dispose of used syringes and to 
give him makeup to conceal needle 
marks on his arms. 

“I can absolutely confirm 
that we don’t use doping prod- 
ucts,” Armstrong said at a news 
conference at the Silver Spring, 
Md., headquarters of Discovery 
Communications, which will begin 
sponsoring his team next year. 

“We’re sick and tired of these 


allegations and we’re going to do 
everything we can to fight them,” he 
said.

That lack of knowledge could 
be putting athletes at risk for 
more severe injury, or even death. 


researchers say. 

“When your head is messed up, 
you may not know it yourself,” said 
JoEllen Sefton, a doctoral fellow in 
sports medicine who surveyed 457 
players, 38 coaches and eight train- 
ers from eight NCAA Division I-A, 
I-AA and II colleges. 

Coaches, players, athletic admin- 
istrators and medical personnel 
have long known the risks of inju- 


ry to the brain. But Sefton’s 2002 
survey, to be presented Saturday 
at the National Athletic Trainers 
Association meeting in Baltimore, 
indicates nearly three of every four 
concussions go unreported. 

A concussion is a blow to the 
head that jostles the brain and can 
cause brain swelling, blood vessel 
damage and even death. Symptoms 
can include headache, confusion, 
loss of consciousness and nausea.

TENNIS I Whether it’s his ailing 
hip or his ailing game, Andre 
Agassi decided he wasn’t ready for 
Wimbledon. Who knows whether 
he’ll bid an on- court farewell to the 
All England Club? 

Agassi pulled out of the year’s third 
Grand Slam tournament Tuesday, 
joining the two top-ranked women 
— Justine Henin-Hardenne and Kim 
Clijsters — on the sideline. 

Agassi, whose eight Grand Slam 
titles include Wimbledon in 1992, 
dropped his last four matches — his 
longest losing streak in seven years. 

Fair or not, the ninth-ranked 
Agassi now will face questions 
about how much longer he plans 
to play. He hasn’t won a tourna- 
ment since April 2003, his biggest 
stretch since an 18 -month gap 
ended in February 1998. 

Agassi’s rut includes his earliest 
exit at a Slam since 1998, bowing 
out on Day 1 of the French Open 
to Jerome Haehnel, a career minor 
leaguer who called himself “a bad 
player.”

ROAD TEST I The 2004 Dodge 
Ram SRT-10 is an awesome piece 
of machinery. 

From its neck- snapping torque 
and engine roar to its stylized body 
and 22 -inch wheels, it’s a provoca- 
tive cross between a pickup truck 
and a sports car. 

This special version of light-duty 
Ram with a starting manufactur- 
er’s suggested retail price, includ- 
ing destination charge, of $45,510 
holds a Guinness world record for 


fastest production pickup. 

The SRT-10 averaged 154.6 
miles an hour on a closed course 
and driven by a race car driver in 
a Guinness record- setting exercise 
earlier this year. 

The 8.3 -liter, overhead valve V- 
10 in the SRT-10 comes from the 
Dodge Viper sports car and packs 
the same 500 horsepower and 525 
foot-pounds of torque at 4,200 rpm 
that the two-seat Viper does. 

The next most-powerful full- 
size Ram pickup has a 345 -horse- 
power, 5.7-liter Hemi Magnum V8 
with maximum torque of 375 foot- 
pounds at 4,200 rpm.

squeal and the truck can rush for- 
ward in a noisy huff. It’s almost as 
if the aggressive SRT-10 is project- 
ing to the other drivers ahead that 
they should get out of the way to 
be safe. 

It took some getting used to the 
firm feel of the clutch pedal in the 
SRT-10 test vehicle. A driver can’t 
have weak left leg muscles here. 

Even a light touch on the accel- 
erator pedal brings the engine roar 
immediately. Power comes on quick- 
ly but not quite instantaneously. 

The SRT-10 can get into speed- 
ing ticket territory quickly, too. 
Unless a driver’s eye is on the 160- 
mph speedometer regularly, it’s 
difficult to determine just how 
fast the truck is going, especially 
in residential neighborhoods where 
25 mph feels like the truck is just 
idling along, annm.job(ap)

I own a 2003 Nissan Pathfinder 
and I travel from medical school in 
West Virginia to home in Maryland. 
Needless to say, I encounter lots 
of deer along the way. I recently hit 
one, causing $4,000 worth of dam- 
age to the front. Do you think a bull 
bar could minimize damage? 

Bull bars and the like are to 
deflect tree brances and brush. 
They would have no effect on deer. 
If you put something on the front 


strong enough to stop a deer, you 
would transmit too much energy 
into the car and put you and your 
passengers in serious peril. 

My odometer broke a few days 
back. What would cause an odome- 
ter to break? What is done to fix it? 

Mechanical odometers typically 
fail as a result of bad gears inside the 
speedometer. On electronic odom- 
eters it can be the result of numer- 
ous problems. In most cases it will 
require replacement of the speed- 
ometer assembly. The cost can be 
moderate to ridiculous depending 
on year, make and model. If there 
is any way to avoid the odometer 
being reset, by all means do it. A 
reset odometer means a significant 
decrease in value because the mile- 
age will always be listed as TMU 
(true mileage unknown).

CAR CULTURE I From “Thunder 
Road” to “Racing in the Street,” 
in pickups and pink Cadillacs, 
Bruce Springsteen spent the last 
30 years riding with his fans down 
life’s highways, dirt roads and dead 
ends. 

On June 17, the Newark Museum 
opens its first major exhibition 
dedicated to the poet laureate 
of the Garden State Parkway, 
“Springsteen: Troubadour of the 
Highway.” 

The show is a serious examina- 
tion of Springsteen’s automotive 


imagery, placing him in a tradition 
of American artists who employed 
the highway as a metaphor for 
Americans’ alternately optimis- 
tic, restless and rootless spirit. 

“In ‘Thunder Road,’ recorded on 
his breakthrough 1975 album, ‘Born 
to Run,’ the highway is a path to lib- 


eration,” organizer (and Springsteen 
fan) Colleen Sheehy wrote in the 
show’s program. 

By the time of 1995’s “The Ghost 
of Tom Joad,” Sheehy wrote, “the 
highway promises nothing. It’s 
illusory, confusing, heartbreak- 
ing.”

One successful and one failed drama later, Rob Lowe goes back on TV 


CAREERING I A gmngy man with a 
stubbled face and lank hair enters a 
homeless shelter. Moments later he’s 
locked in mortal combat with a priest, 
the pair hurtling through shattering 
glass to the street below. 

At the start of TNT’s adaptation 
of Stephen King’s “Salem’s Lot,” the 
priest’s patrician profile is easily rec- 
ognizable — actor James Cromwell. 
But it might take a second glance to 
realize the gmngy guy, Ben Mears, is 
the usually clean-cut Rob Lowe. 

Mears, the protagonist of King’s 
1975 novel, is a writer driven to 
explore hidden horror in his small 
Maine hometown. 

Back to his boyish self, Lowe has 
taken over a hotel suite to discuss 
the four-hour miniseries, which 
airs Sunday and Monday, 20-21 
at 8 p.m. 

He offered his view of horror 
shows: “I like ’em if they are smart. 
I hate them, hate them, if they’re not. 
I don’t like slasher movies. I don’t like 
gore, but I love unrelenting, uncom- 
fortable suspense and terror.” 

As a King fan, Lowe actively 
sought the role of Nick Andros in 
the 1994 TV adaptation of King’s 
“The Stand.” 

This time TNT approached

him, although co- executive pro- 
ducer Mark Wolper acknowledges 
he wasn’t certain the 40 -year-old 
actor would be ideal as Mears, will- 
ing to “scruff himself up.” 

But Lowe was immediately in 
sync with Wolper’s concept of not 
looking at all like he did as smooth 
presidential aide Sam Seaborn on 
NBC’s “The West Wing.” 

The miniseries was shot near 
Melbourne, Australia. The exteri- 
or of the ominous house on the hill, 
which seeps its evil over the town, 
was constmcted in a sheep meadow. 
Fences had to be put up to keep out 
not just sheep but kangaroos. 

The book previously was adapt- 
ed as a TV movie in 1979, starring 
David Soul and James Mason. This 
time, Lowe’s co-stars include Donald 
Sutherland, Andre Braugher, Rutger 
Hauer and Samantha Mathis. 

On the new CBS fall series “Dr. 
Vegas,” he plays a physician with a 
“double nature” — ‘William when he’s 
the doctor and Billy when he’s out 
burning the candle at both ends.” 

He’s philosophical about the 
failure of last year’s NBC series 
“The Lyon’s Den,” which he pro- 
duced and starred in as idealistic 
lawyer Jack Turner. But he’s hop- 
ing to get “a little lucky” with “Dr.

PRIOR KNOWLEDGE I MichaelMoore 
says he had footage of prisoner abuse 
in Iraq but decided to stay quiet until 
his new movie came out. 

“I had it months before the 
story broke on ‘60 Minutes [II],’ 
and I really struggled with what 
to do with it,” Moore told the San 
Francisco Chronicle last weekend. 
“I wanted to come out with it sooner, 
but I thought I’d be accused of just 


putting this out for publicity for my 
movie. That prevented me from mak- 
ing maybe the right decision.” 

“Fahrenheit 9/11,” Moore’s doc- 
umentary, won the top prize at the 
Cannes Film Festival in May. The 
film, scheduled to open in theaters 
on June 25, is critical of President 
Bush’s response to the Sept. 11 ter- 
ror attacks. 

“The stuff with the detainees in 
my movie is even more shocking than 
what we saw in that [Abu Ghraib] 
prison because it happens outdoors 
and is more commonplace,” Moore

Silent Moviemaker 

M. Night Shyamalan agreed to be filmed — then loudly disagreed 



RIFTS I The Sci-Fi Channel was 
thrilled when M. Night Shyamalan, 
maker of films “The Sixth Sense” 
and “Signs,” agreed last fall to 
open his world to a documentar- 
ian’s cameras. 

Then it all went sour. 

Shyamalan quit on-screen, 
and an expected benign profile 
has become a three -hour expose, 
“The Buried Secret of M. Night 
Shyamalan.” Sci-Fi has sched- 
uled a July 18 air date for the doc- 
umentary. 

Having the cameras turned on 
himself — although he usually does 
brief cameos in his movies — was 
something new for Shyamalan. 

Different agendas might have 
been there from the start. While 
Shyamalan said last December he 
hoped the project “will demystify 
some of the mysteries of the film- 
making experience,” Sci-Fi said it 
wanted to dig out the source of 
his inspiration. It was all tied to 
the release this summer of “The 
Village,” Shyamalan’s latest film. 

After documentarians Nathaniel 
Kahn and Callum Greene started, 
the project became less about film- 
making and more about the film- 
maker, said Greene. 

Greene said he started to go off 
the “suggested” list of friends to 
speak with and contacted others 
in Shyamalan’s life. The filmmaker 
was angered by the personal nature 
of what they were asking, he said. 


“Slowly, his cooperation dried 
up,” Greene said. “We saw that as 
a challenge and just didn’t let go.” 

The tension reached the point 
where Shyamalan walked away dur- 
ing an interview and hasn’t done 
any others for them. 

Greene said he recorded 
“unguarded moments” that revealed 
what Shyamalan was like. Neither 
he nor the Sci-Fi Channel would 
be specific about what they found, 
and wouldn’t say what the “buried 


secret” was. 

There may be an element of 
hardball at play. 

Going public with an air date 
and title “is part of a strategy to 
apply some pressure to help us with 
what we need to accomplish,” said 
Sci-Fi spokesman David Westover. 
Things could change if Shyamalan 
sat down for another interview; 
Westover said the program’s con- 
tent isn’t completely locked, david

Anti-America

anti-Americanism around the world 
as reported by the international online 
media in recent weeks. 


Would a change in the presidency 
help smooth the anti-America posi- 
tion much of the world has taken? 

The election of John Kerry and 
reversal of some of President Bush’s 
more unilateralist actions would 
probably dampen softer forms of 
anti-Americanism (in Canada and 
Australia, for example). 

But there might be less change 
than you think. South Korean anti- 
Americanism has been fueled by traf- 
fic accidents and crimes involving 
U.S. soldiers in South Korea, the sort 
of thing a president has little con- 
trol over. In the Arab press, Kerry is 
viewed as virtually identical to Bush 
on the Israeli-Palestinian issue and 
not much different on Iraq. 

It would appear that we have a real 
crisis in relations with our best, 
most steadfast allies. What needs 
to be done to turn this around? 

I would say that the rise of anti- 
Americanism is a crisis in the sense 
that it is something that must be 
dealt with instantly. I would say it’s 
a big and growing problem. The fact 
that Korean public opinion played 
a major role in forcing change of 
a U.S. military commitment that 
had not changed much in 50 years 
is a sign of a new reality. The Bush 
administration appears to be aware 
of this new reality in a way that they 
were not a year or two ago. 

What do foreign folks/media think 
about the passing of Ronald Reagan? 

The overseas response to 
Reagan’s passing was less affec- 
tionate, in general, than the U.S. 
media’s response.
